My. iiusbund had 
been ailing inr ^ome time, and in his 
uillow 1 found an alligator wovao out ol 
leathers. It was about tifieen inche» 
long and two inches wide, and 
tlie feathers wero so tightly woven 
tJiat 1 could hardly pull them 
out I did not know what to make of it 
and asked some of the neighbors. Tlo v 
said it was the work of a witch. I kep' 
thecurii>iis piece of fufttlu r w.irk for a da> 
or two, until I l)e<ainio annoyed liv tin 
liuiKiii (Is ,,1" [KMiiile who called to s, ,. u 
Some wauled t<i buv it.

The story of the Smith wo 
man re^^arding her numerous un<l fated 
progeny is as much a novelty as the wil< h- 
craft story she tells. Her husband is uiu

.^Ir. i liarles F. I).iy, a chief operator, 
wli.i was in tliug[isim when the fits Started, 
deseiibed the sccne as follows: \ 

"Thi rewas ten of naon Av\ beside^ 
the hight manager. I waaseafed at tii.- 
switch board on the north side omhe oper 
ating room, when a check boy rtnlied uu t>i 
i*ie and exclaimed: 'See that fire.*I looked 
behiml the switch iMiard, and at ttie lowe: 
end of a biiiieh of wires leadint; dow:i 
from tile tower on the roof to i^y top of 
the lio.inl, and saw llames abouiias laii;-- 
as my tw.i liaiels. Almost iiistiUitly tlu' 
flames had mounted half-way up ue tower, 
nil. I Were aUo ereeiiing ilown the wici^l. 
the I" ttoni 'if the swiudi board and trn li i 
the floor. Xighl manager C'ongdon tiiriw •' 
in un alarm at once, but quickef that' it 
takea to tell It ^erything wai« ajdu/e. I 
disconnected all the batteries, bill nothing 
could stop the progress of the flumes. 
Kngines Were on the se.aie 
when I got down stairs. There 
is no ipiestioii at all iis to how the tire 
ori^inateil. It was by the crossinir of two 
duplex-battery wires at or near tie- switch- 
board. Tliis made what is known as a 
grand connection, and threw all the forei* 
ot thcMs heavy batteries on to a verv short 
wire. The strength of such u Lattery 
would fnse anything, and the covering of 
the wires being Icerite a highly Inflammable 
subsunce, it WM natnally first to 
catch fire. There were some SOo 
wires running into the otVict'. 
inakilli; f'St loujis between the tiiwer 
and s\vit<'lili.iard. I do not think any- 
thing was save.l. 1 left the room |i\ 
minutes after discovering the lire, and 
even then tile skylights and transoms were 
bre.ikiiig from the neat and dropping ouu 
We had an experienoa with a fire at a 
switchboard four or tnm montha ago, but 
tlie damage w^as entirely nominal. At 
that time uio kurite oovering waa^^^itMd 
by a lighted gas Jet which waa swung too 

near it."

.tlill Blown I'p. 

IIalika.x, N. S., Aug. 21.— A terrific 
explosion, heard within a radius of t^even 
miles, took place at the Acadia Powder 
Company's works, at Waverly, fourteen 
miles from thia mf, whereby three of the 
companv's mllla wara blown to atoms, one 
nan killed, two seriously injured and 
many others hurt. Just after the mills 
had stopped for the day and the workmen 
had Kone lioiiie, Hi niy MeKwan, an assist- 
ant loreii.an, returned to one of the mills, 
which were all adjoining, alone, for what 
puriiose is not known. 

He was heard to hammer something one 
or two blows, and then the exptosion took 
place. McKwan was thrown through the 
side of the building, and his body w is 
picked up fifteen rou away, entirely nude 
and shorn of hair, blackened, bones broken 
and unrecognisable. The three mills went 
ofT almost sTmultaneonsly, and were strewn 
in matfdi wo. id over fifty acres of country. 
No other persons being in the ]iieiiiis,.. 
none were killeil outright, but two naoici 
Smith and Milh r, at a distance of sevi ral 
ynnla, wero knockeii down unconscious, 
shorn of c|,othiQg and hair, and terribh 
mutilated. They are still alive, ulthoiigli 
in terrible agony. Another man, at u 
distance of thirty vards, heard the first 11;'. 
of the powder, and. instinctively ^'uesMn.- 
the matter, saved his life by jumping iiiie 
the fiume which supplied the works with 
water. 

Strange to say two of tlie mills, wliii h 
were as emiipletely (b-siroyed as the other, 
contained not the sliijlitest pai kai;.- ol ex- 
jilosives, having iieen just tlioroii;.'lily 
cleaned, but went ofT from the powder im- 
pregnated in cracks of the floors and 
through the buildings catching with the 
first. As the works were situated by them- 
selves in the woods, away from other 
buildings, the lose is not so extensive as 
might have been, being under $6,000. A s 
it was, the amount m powder lost was 
only about .S,()U() pounds^ out had the next 
mills caught, also, orar flftj tons would 
have exploded. 

The company still liave eight mills un- 
injured, they being built in detached locii 
tioM for safety on similar ooMsions.
